O f th e U te I n d ia n s S u r r e n d e r e d 
A g e n t A d a m s. 


D e n v e r, Col. Oct. 23—A special to the 
Tribune from Alamosa, 300 miles south of 
Denver and the terminus of the Rio Grande 
Railway, says the woman and children, re­ 
cent captives among the Ute*, arrived 
there at 4 p. rn., where they will remain 
for a few days before proceeding to Den­ 
ver. Tney were surrendered to Special 
Agent Adams, after a parley of five hours, 
at a camp on a tributary of Grand River on 
the 21st, and on the morning of the 220 
started homeward, proceeding through the 
Indian country rn care of employes of the 
Lapinos Agency to Ouray's house aud 
agency, arriving at the latter place o q the 
morning of the 25th. 
They started Im­ 
mediately homeward, and arrived at Ala­ 
mosa, as above. 
The captives report that 
the money and papers which have beea 
represented to be safe were destroyed or 
taken by the Utes. 
Miss Meeker’s life 
was once threatened by Douglas, who 
placed a 
gun to 
her head, 
oat 
abe 
did not flinch and told Douglass she was 
neither atraid of the indians nor death and 
he skulked away. The women agree that 
they owe their safety tootle woman, Susau, 
wite of Johnson, and sister of Ouray, who 
protected them at all times, even going 
into the council—an unprecedented move 
for a woman among the indians—and rais­ 
ing her voice tor the release of the prison* 
ers.

I read that m ooin g in the ridges 
of every battle field from Gettsyburg to 
the Gulf. 
I read that meaning in the annual com­ 
ing ot the tax-gatherer. I m d that mean- 
iLg in the million lives sacrificed by North 
and South apon the bloody alters.of seces­ 
sion. 
I read that meaning in the Sooth 
devoted, in a land that is blasted, in the 
homes that ere dccolate, in all the horrors 
of war. 
Bt rouse that Is Solid Sooth of history I 
plead with patriots North and South that 
the South shall never again be permitted 
to be Solid in the .political control of the 
Nation. 
(Applause.) 
Why do I dread the Eolid fSouth t 
Because, since arms were grounded, that 
Solid S jutb, Fsa factor in our politico, has 
been the constant 
opponent of every 
scheme to maintain the National honor, 
and has been the great hindrance in the 
way of the m nm ptlon of speice payments. 
I fear that the Solid South is still a con­ 
stant throat and source of danger to the 
stability of our financn and the industrial 
and commerce welfare of our people. 
I need but quote one sp:cen, and need 
call but one witor?s, to prove this general 
statement. 
So distinguished a Southerner 
as Senator Wade Hampton was reported, 
through the pre:?, not many months ago 
to have publicly caid that the South would 
suppor c me candidate 
for the 
Presi­ 
dency whom the Demo cratic party should 
nominate, without regard to the opinions 
OI that candidate upon financial questions. 
Ile may have been incorrectly reported, 
yet I think the fact remains that the Solid 
South will solidly support either inflation­ 
ist or resum ptions, whichever shall be 
nominated. 
ThenUo the South these questions that 
are of so much account to you and me, 
here in the North, arc&9 nothing and of no 
political account, 
It, is party success first, 
and the welfare of labor and trade and 
commerce afterward. [Applause.] 
Now, I do not believe it would he pos­ 
sible to nominate an avowed, or even a 
suspected, inflationist, in a Republican 
.National convention. 
But I venture no 
rash apertion when I say, what the com 
mon sense of every gentleman within this 
hail approves, it the Republican party 
should nominate a man unsound on the 
questions ot honest money, and the honest 
payment ot the National debt, that candi­ 
date would be buried out of sight by Re­ 
publican votes. 
[Applause.] 
The Republican party means first, prin­ 
ciple, aud, alter that, the success ot the 
organization and its candidates. 
We are Republicans, not because the 
ticket is labeled with that Dame. 
We are Republicans because we be­ 
lieve that the Republican party stand* 
as an embodiment ut the best progress and 
development of the Nation. [Applause.] 
We are.Republicans because we believe 
that the party stands resolutely tor honest 
money and the honest payment of every 
debt that is owed by the Nation, wheth­ 
er that debt be greenback or bond. 
[Ap­ 
plause ] 
We are Republicans because we believe 
in the absolute supremacy of the Nation in 
National affairs. 
[Cheers.] 
We are Republicans because we be­ 
lieve that every man, black or white, 
should be protected in his citizenship 
and manhoc J, in every State. [Long ap­ 
plause] 
This question of a wise administration 
of the National finances is one which pars­ 
es very ck 3ely upon all of us here at the 
North. 
We want a party that considers these 
matters with care aud wisdom ; a party 
that will avowedly select its candidates 
be cause ot their belief and record on finan­ 
cial quotions ; that will judiciously.use the 
revenues of the Governm ent; that will 
faithfully wa’ ;h and bravely guard the hon­ 
or of the Union ; that will so administer 
National afiairs that our country may keep 
the prosperity upon which we ere entering, 
aud for which we have co long been smug­ 
gling. 
[Applause.] 
Wo iiaye reached the turning 
tide. 
We have made the greenback dollar of the 
war as good es the gold dol’ar was before 
the war. 
We have kept our faith, and prosperity 
returns to the land; (applause,) our har­ 
v e st have been golden with the ripeneJ 
grain. 
We are sending wheat and bread 
aud cora and cotton to the Nations of the 
world. The tide ol gold is returning to us 
from the lands beyond the sea. 
We are 
selling more than we are buying; and ex­ 
porting 
more than we are importing. 
Within the last three months more than 
thirty-five tons of solid gold have come 
from Europe to New York, and gone into 
American trade and commerce. 
We are 
entering upon au era of great and legiti­ 
mate gain. 
With the wildest reach of our 
imagination, we can hardly grasp what the 
future shall surely be. 
(Cheers.) 
Because of these things we neither want 
nor will we have a political party take 
control of the Government that cares noth. 
mg for industrial and financial questions. 
Long applause.) 
But we do want resc­ 
ale, honest, wise administration of our 
financial affairs in time of peace, just as in 
lime of war we wanted resolute, bold and 
vigorous prosecution of hostilities. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) 
The South is solid. 
The same party that held New York 
from 1868 to 1870 can give New York to 
the Democracy in 1880, if all the safe­ 
guards that we have placed around the 
ballot' box can be torn down and craft and 
bree can again staff the boxes aud falsify 
the count in the great metropolis. 
Before the war, they hffi no general 
system of public education at the South. 
The country was so sparsely settled that 
they had no district common schools ; and 
their only popular education in the country 
districts was when a planter ot more means 
and culture than his neighbors hired a 
teacher, (aud these were generally Yaukee 
school mistresses or graduates of Northern 
colleges,) and opened a school on his own 


This was attened by bis own 
and tho children of neighboring planters. 
Tbl9 gave education to the better class of 
whites, as they were called. 
Of course 
there was no education for the negro chil­ 
dren, and nono to r the poor whites. 
When the war of the Rebellion broke 
Gut, even this system of education, insuffi­ 
cient of It was, wap Misolutely destroyed. 
The source from vt men these supplies of 
school mistresses un I male tutors were 
drawn was closed. 
The fathers and elder 
brothers entered the Confederate army;aud 
during the war the only education which 
the young white children of the South re­ 
ceived in the country districts was such as 
they got from their mothers and their elder 
sisters. 
The carpet-bag governments, as they are 
called, whatever may have been their 
faults, (I speak not now either to justify or 
excuse them), the carpet-bag governments' 
did one tiling for which the South some day 
will rise up and call them blessed. 
They 
tried to plant in the South the common 
school system of New England and N ew 
York. 
[Applause.] 
But these schools, 
from the very condition of the South, as to 
sparseness of population and poverty, are 
insufficient. 
I found that the law of Mississippi only 
required that common schools should be 
kept for four months in each year, and the 
whole number of common schools is of 
coarse determined In each locality by the 
votes of the local officials. 
That Is all the 
common school education the people have 
rn the great country districts outside the 
populous villages and cities. 
Now, go back with me to the time the 
war commenced. It is more than eighteen 
years since the rebellion broke out. 
The 
boy and girl who were twelve years old 
when their father left in tho spring of 
1861 to join the Confederate army, are now 
thirty years of age. There are therefore 
very few white men or women m planting 
districts of the Gulf {States, between twenty 
and thirty years of age, who have received 
any education from any source, save that 
which they received from their mothers 
and elder sisters while 
their father was 
away fighting at the front. 
When I plead against a solid South, for 
the sake of the South itself, I tell you that 
which lies nearest and closest to my fieart. 
We want a new {South, that will place the 
common school and the spelling book in 
the hands of the people. [Applause.] 
We 
want a new {South that believes in free 
speech, tree billot -and free 
men; [ap­ 
plause, J that will turn irs back upon the I 
past forever. 
[Applause.] 
Now what ib your duty and mine to­ 
wards our fellow citizens in the South ? 
Is It to abuse the South? Nay; may my 
right hand bu palsied and my tongue cleave 
to the roof of my mouth if I ever forget 
that the South is a part of our Union, anc 
thai their graiffifatUers and our grand- 
fathers fought together in the struggle oi 
the revolution. 
[Applause.] 
But our duty is to help upouild the South 
by doing what we eau to assist popular 
education and to compel, by all legitimate 
means, the practical toleration by all men 
of all parties and of all political opinions 
tnroughout the South. 
[Cheers.I 
It Southern republicanism is so dead a9 
so many Southern Statesmen tell us it is, 
then tde South will not be hurt by giving 
the corpse a lair chance to resurrect itself. 
[Laughter aud cheer*.] 
It it be alive and 
only Kept silent by terror and force, then 
it has a right to live and move and have 
its being,unawed by the suot gun. [Long 
applause | 
I believe we conlront the Solid South to. 
day aa Grant confronted Lee, when he wa9 
moving on lo Richmond. 
They claimed 
they would die in the last ditch, but when 
Richmond full, rn >st of the Southern army 
went home before Lee haj a chance to 
surrender them So to day, the Solid South 
is hollow as was then the exhausted Rebel­ 
lion. 
[Applause ] 
Pardon me a few moments longer tor 
this thing lies so near my heart that I 
would give you a little more detail and 
reason why I, wno have been and am one 
of the most conservative of Northern Re­ 
publicans, believe it necessary to keep the 
Republican party in control of the N a­ 
tion. 
What are tho needs of the South to­ 
day ? 
Education and toleration. Northcn cap­ 
ital and immigration. 
These last are de­ 
pendent on tne first. 
When a man goes into a new State to 
make his fortune, does be want to go 
where they only have schools four months 
in the year, and where he cannot offer his 
ballot unless he is a Democrat ? No, you 
will go to biwa or Kansas, or somewhere 
in the great West wneru the schools of 
New Eugland and New York are establish­ 
ed ; where your manhood is recognized 
and you eau vote for any ticket you please. 
[Applause.] 
W hy dots not capital go there ? In Lou­ 
isiana, Virginia and Tennessee they seek 
to-day to repudiate their State debts. These 
efforts are blows against capital which is 
so needful to the prosperity of the {South. 
When a man has a dollar to loan, he wants 
to know two things, namely7, Is the party 
who wants the money able to pay, and 19 
he willing to pay. But the {Southern 
{State, which seeks to repudiate its debts 
as the 
quick 
of 
discharging 
them, 
strikes a death blow at its own credit, and 
so strikes at Northern emigration and cap­ 
ital. 
{So long Ss Southern society compels a 
man to hide and cloak his opinion, it will 
keep manly and self-respecting men from 
that land, though it were as fertile as the 
Garden of Eden. 
The Southern States will 
keep such men away until they make up 
their minds to allow toleration. They 
cannot prosper until they shall plant the 
common schools for the children and shall 
allow every man to follow I he dictates of 
his owu conscience as freely in politics as 
in religion, 
[Applause.] 
Tho day has gone by lur the successful 
building and prosperous maintenance of 
Chinese walls around communities or States. 
[Applause.] 
I suppose that men say to you, what they 
say to me, have you any hopo of Southern 
society ? 
Yes, I have the same hope for tho South 
that I have for the North. 
Mob rule will 
breakup and destroy itself. 
Tne same 
forces are silently at work there now, tor 
which we asktd in the old Fremont cam­ 
paign of 1850— the forces ot tree thought, 
tree speech, and free press. 
(Applause.) 
Although tho Democratic party may suc­ 
ceed in keeping down Republicans, and 
silencing black men, the Democratic party 
cannot always crush 
out independence 
within its ranss. 
Toe Democracy has the 
{South solid. But every man has his am­ 
bition, and if he tails to receive recogni­ 
tion at the nauvls of the Democratic party, 
he is goiug some d a y to assert his inde­ 
pendence, for you can D ot always hold aoy 
p a r tv or s o c ie t y s o lid with the shot-gun. 
Independent candidates will spring up, and 
Ibis rapidly reorganize and give tone to 
Southern society; aud because the negro 
can vote he will some day surely vote. 
(Applause) 
There is a severe kind of practical polit­ 
ical education already going on in Missis * 
Sippi aud it will bear fruits. There will be 
a break, and some day the equal rights of 
a common citizenship will bo recognized 
from the Gull to the Lakes and from Maine 
to California. (Applause.)
